Mining matters very dull, and con- 
sequently trade is not very flourishing. 
Some of tlic-clidms that were being tun- 
nelled and driTen will have to be shiiceti, 
as the ground is liable to “slide,” and 
timber costs t«o niucli to be used in suffi- 
cient quantities. It is not likely that the 
gully-claims will be washed-U[i before 
spring, as there, is plenty of water, aud the 
frost does not materially interfere with 
tho work. 

About three years ago, according to the 
Witness, there was £1000 placed upon the 
Estimates for prospecting, and I Believe 
the only application sent in was from the 
Nevis. There w.is a favorable answer re- 
turned — but nothing more. It might have 
been only a bait for securing the miners’ 
votes in favor of the Proriucial Govern- 
ment ; but if not, what has become of the 
money, and how has it been expended! 
A portion of the grant might have been 
very beneficially spent on this field ; and 
the Nevis might have increased in pros- 
perity, instead of beconiing a mere Chinese 
settlement, as it is very likely to bo before 
long. I would ask, What benefit are the 
Chinese to the province 1 They ai'e not 
ssttlera ; they bring nothing into it, and 
they take all they can get away with them. 
Victoria has not beneticted by them ; and 
no one seems to take any notice of the 
evils they biing with them. I see by some 
of tlie Victorian papers that leprosy ia pre- 
valent amongst them. When the Euro- 
peans are inuooiilated witli the disease, 
there will be a great outcry for remedial 
measures. ' Would it not be better to stop 
the immigration of the Celestials than 
allow them to overrun the colonies, taking 
what gold they can get, and leaving the 
refuse for our.selves 1 Would it not be more 
politic to have labor from Europe, as many

An American “Bluebeard" 

Dr William D. Pott^ alias Duvall, an 
old resident of Newark, New Jersey, has 
been convicted of the murder of his fourth 
wife, at J anesville, Wisconsin.

When fourteen years old, 
he was known as tho “Boy Preacher," and 
continued .in the ministry until he was 
thirty, when he engaged in the practice of 
medicine. Dr Potts came to reside in 
Newark ten years ago, and opened a bo- 
tanic .dlspensaqf, at ^No.. 140 Brtwd-street.. 
;He had lived in Trenton, where' his first 
|wife, a young lady of Plainfield, had died 
suddenly of mercurial rheumatism of the 
heart. The first Mrs Potts was dead about 
a year wheu the Doctor movsd to Newark. 
He professed to cure diseases by tho laying 
.on of hands, and gave out that he was the 
“ seventh son of the seventh son so that 
by these and some other pretensions, and 
by his botanic di.spensary, he succeeded in 
carrying on a profitable business. He 
dressed in black, had a heavy beard, and 
long, well eared-for hair. He made the ac- 
quaintance of a young woman of wealth, and 
married her, against the wishes of her rela- 
tive^ Mrs Potts broiight her husband ‘a 
considerable property, which he squan- 
.dered. ^ He lived in Newark for four years 
after his marriage, and 'was forced to leave 
^because of the suspicion which the death 
:of the second wife aroused iu tbe minds of 
the neighbours. She was found one morn- 
ing lying dead at the foot of the staire 
! leading to her room, and ■was buried with- 
out any satisfactory account of her death 
; Wing given. The Doctor then went to 
Buffalo, changed his name to Duvall, and 
married a Miss King, who died witbont ap- 
parent cause. He then married a Miss 
MOore, of JanesriUe, Wisconsin. When 
they h^ lived together for, six months, 
she 'Was iti turn killed, her death being the 
t^ult of poison, administered her hue* 
band under pretence of giving her a me- 
dical preparation, i Upon his trial for this 
murder, the Doctor testified in his own 
half, and gave an explanation of all the 
circunjstauccs surrounding the death of

tho charge, and the Judge sentenced him 
to the State PriBon for the term of hia na» 
tuial life, :
